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Drug raids in 1990 bring 
money to Sierra Madre 


Because of drugs seized in two raids in Sierra 
Madre on Sept. 13, 1990, the city of Sierra Madre is 
$126,378.75 in currency richer. The city also has 
gained possession of a 1988 Honda CRX and a 1978 
Porsche 911. 

According to Agent John Cordischi, Sierra Madre 
Police Department, the money gleaned from these 
raids was split with the Los Angeles Sheriff and U.S. 
Marshal agencies and the money has been placed in 
a special account earmarked for drug prevention and 
education, said Cordischi. 

Cordischi and Sgt. Larry Lutzow were part of 
the contingencies involved in the two raids in 1990 
at 74 Vista Circle and 326 N. Mountain Trail. At 
those locations, Lawrence Lee Meikle Jr., 46, and 
Jane Hanne Nielsen, 47, both of Sierra Madre, were 
arrested. Quantities of cocaine were seized and the 
two were charged with sale of cocaine at that time. 


Also seized were the proceeds from drug traf¬ 
ficking which included the Honda, the Porsche, 11 
gold coins worth $4500, $379,310.84 in currency, 
siezed at these two locations, and at a safety deposit 
box belonging to Meikle in Wells Fargo Bank, pur¬ 
suant to a search warrant. 

Since then, Nielsen was convicted of the health 
and safety section 11351, possession for sale of a 
controlled substance, cocaine. She received three 
years of probation. 

Miekle was convicted on the same section (11351, 
health and safety, possession of a controlled sub¬ 
stance, cocaine) in April of this year. The case was 
heard later and he received two years in the state 
prison. 

Cordischi said there were no plans for the vehicles 
at this time.

Intuition leads

The intuition that comes from years of back- 
country search operations led to the conclusion on 
Saturday of a mountain search that had stymied local 
agencies for nearly two weeks. 

Nita Jones, 44, of Tujunga had left her home the 
weekend of June 27-28 to hike to the top of 5074-foot 
Mt. Lukens, something she had done many times in 
the past. The fire road leading six miles up to the 
mountaintop was only several blocks from her home. 
When she failed to show up for work on Monday 
morning, friends went to her home where they found 
a note pinned to her front door. It said she had gone 
to climb “The Mountain.” 

Search teams from the Los Angeles Police De¬ 
partment and the Los Angeles County Sheriff’s De¬ 
partment, including dog teams and mounted posse- 
men, scoured the slopes of Mt. Lukens for four days. 
Several clues were found, including a small mono- 
grammed towel, two water bottles, and a sock, which 
indicated she had reached the top of Mt. Lukens but 
had perhaps tried a circuitous route back home. In 
the absence of any further clues, the search was 
called off on July 2. 

But Sierra Madre team members Steve Millenbach 
and Wayne Nakagawa had found something that dis¬ 
turbed them. While searching along a long ridge that 
eventually led back toward the missing woman’s home, 
they suddenly realized that they had been subtly led 
off in the wrong direction. They reasoned that if it

had happened to them, it also could easily have hap¬ 
pened to a less experienced person. The route headed 
into Delta Canyon, a steep, treacherous ravine plung¬ 
ing down the wrong side of the mountain. 

Members of another team were sent to search the 
upper part of the canyon, but not to Millenbach’s 
satisfaction. On July 3, he talked the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff into an hour of search time in the 
Hughes 500 helicopter from the Santa Clarita Station. 
They saw nothing in the rugged, brush-choked canyon. 

But Millenbach was not ready to give up. The 
Sierra Madre team was to have a weekend training 
in the Cottonwood Lakes area of the Southern Sierra 
the weekend of July 11-12. Why go off to the Sierra 
when Nita Jones was still missing and Delta Canyon 
still needed a thorough search, Millenbach insisted. 
So the team training was changed to Mt. Lukens. 

At dawn on Saturday morning, 18 members of 
the Sierra Madre team met on the summit of the peak 
and, divided into seven search teams, fanned down 
through thick fog into the canyons with the highest 
probabilities of yielding clues to the fate of the victim. 
And Delta Canyon was naturally one of the assign-

I’ve just come in from 
checking my rain gauge 
and have reviewed my rec¬ 
ords dating from 1950. 
I’ve been keeping my own 
records since 1979. Data 
prior to that were ob¬ 
tained from the Arboretum. 
Thanks to tropical storm 
Darby we’ve had .85 inches 
of rain so far this month - 
the rainiest July I’ve 
recorded. 

We’ve only had July 
rain in seven of those 43 
years, a chance of about 
one in six. When we have 
had rain it’s never been 
very much with an average 
on rainy Julys of .12 indies 
and an overall July avoage 
of only .02 inches, mak¬ 
ing it the driest month 
of the year. When we do 
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get summer rains here 
they’re almost always 
caused by tropical storms 
off the coast of Baja Cal¬ 
ifornia. These grow more 
likely as summer wears 
on. 

Annual rainfall is usual¬ 
ly recorded in this part 
of the country from July 
1 through the nevt Tune 


aignad by tba author. 
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CA 91024.

30. In the year just ended 
I recorded 26.28 inches, 
about seven inches or 36 
percent greater than the 
43 year average which 
now stands at 19.4 inches. 

It’s interesting to note 
that rainfall at the Ar¬ 
boretum is about 25 per¬ 
cent greater than down¬ 
town Los Angeles. Here 


on Orange Grove I oftm 
record slightly more rain 
than at the Arboretum 
while weather watchers 
who live higher up the hill 
record more than me. 

I’m told that the El 
Nino phenomenon is still 
with us, thought its ef¬ 
fect on normal weather 
patterns is uncertain. 
I’m also told that atmos¬ 
pheric dust from the recent 
volcanic eruption in the 
Phillipines may exert 
some influence on both 
temperature and rainfall 
here over the next two 
years. Perhaps we’d best 
not put away our um¬ 
brellas this summer and 
avoid the temptation of 
using them to prop up our 
tomato plants.

They follow 
a special curriculum in 
high school according to 
their interest and supple¬ 
ment this with vocational 
classes at Pasadena City 
College. 

The Engineering and 
Technology Academy 
has proved a very worth¬ 
while undertaking in its 
first two years. The work 
and the rewards are great, 
according to Robert Na¬ 
varro, Sierra Madre, 
chair of PCC’s Engineer¬ 
ing and Technology De¬ 
partment.

ments. Within an hour, the team of Russ Anderson, 
John Fill and Ron Hanson began to find small per¬ 
sonal articles dropped on the floor of Delta Canyon. 
Farther along they found a spot where someone had 
stopped to eat, then a place that had been hollowed 
out in the sand for a bed, and finally an 80-foot ver¬ 
tical cliff in the canyon. 

At the bottom lay the body of Nita Jones. The 
team had been out only two and a half hours. The 
intuition of two experienced mountain rescue men 
had been exactly right. 

Late in the day, the Sheriff’s big Sikorsky heli¬ 
copter hovered over the spot while a crewman rap¬ 
peled down to the body with a litter which was then 
hoisted out. Once again, it was a sad ending to a tale 
of someone hiking alone in our sometimes unfor¬ 
giving local mountains.

Sierra Madre City Council 
adopts final budget 


Sierra Madre City Council adopted the final bud¬ 
get; final. Mayor Gary Adams cautioned, until they 
know what the state will do about possibly withhold¬ 
ing some of the money usually going to California 
cities. 

Revenues stand at $6,725,986 with expenditures 
at $6,675,715. General fund appropriations, which 
include salaries, personnel services, etc., stand at 
$4,523,639. 

Broken down in percentages, the general fund 
budget consists of salaries, 42 percent; operations, 
37 percent; personnel services, 16 percent; and capi¬ 
tal outlay, 4 percent. 

Revenues include general fund revenue, $4,523,639; 
restricted revenue, $1,814,970; and Community Re¬ 
development Agency, $387,377. 

Expenditures include the general fund, $4,523,639; 
restricted funds, $1,639,751; and the Community 


Redevelopment Agency, $512,325. 

General fund appropriations are salaries, per¬ 
sonnel services, operations and capital outlay. Broken 
down, they are $1,914,322, salaries; $742,011, person¬ 
nel services; $1,666,148, operations; and $201,158, 
capital outlay. The total there is $4,523,639. 

Big figures, hopefully all ours, as Mayor Gary 
Adams said, dubiously. “The budget currently and 
presently is balanced. The state will probably un¬ 
balance ours.” 

Copies are available at City Hall and at the library. 

While speaking of money, capital projects at 
Tuesday evening’s City Council meeting included 
$16,232.09 for a Toro Groundmaster 224, a lawn- 
mower; and $45,553.67 for a John Deer 410D back- 
hoe-tractor loader which includes a $9000 trade-in 
value of the existing backhoe.

We as 
Christians and as a church 
must recognize these 
dynamics and attempt to 
cope with them or else the 
recent riots will only be a 
precurser to worse things 
to come. Unresolved an¬ 


ger gathers momentum 
from one generation to 
the next so that if this 
anger is not resolved it 
does nothing but build 
up pressure for a much 
larger explosion. 

God has called us as 
Christians to stand in the 
gap. In a very real sense 
we are our brothers’ keep¬ 
er and the love of Christ 
that permeates our souls 
must be passed on to the 
city. Barney underscored 
the fact that if we don’t 
have peace within our¬ 
selves, our hearts, our 
families, our lives, then 
we will be inert and in¬ 
effectual as a church and 
unable to do what God 
would have us do in our 
city. 

For Christians, tasks 
of this magnitude must 
begin with prayer. For as 
St. Paul admonishes us 
in his letter to the Ephesian 
church, “Our war is not 
against flesh and blood 
but against the rulers, the 
authorities, the powers 
of darkness and against 
the spiritual forces of 
evil.” Let us unite in 
prayer in order to un¬ 
leash the power of God 
for without this power 
we are doomed to inevi¬ 
table defeat.

City Council gets loud 
input from citizens 


There should be no doubt in Herb Shollenber- 
ger’s mind about how much his taxi service is cared 
for in Sierra Madre, at least among the older people. 
Council chambers Tuesday evening were flooded with 
seniors who exclaimed about his excellent service - 
going that extra mile, no pun intended; “It was smart 
in every respect” (another pun since the transporta¬ 
tion service is called S.M.A.R.T.)...“We were liber¬ 
ated.” “I don’t know what we’d do without them.”... 
“You’re taking our family away from us if you take 
away Herb and Pat (Simcock, a taxi employee).” 

Simcock called it “personalized service” and 
Shollenbtrger said he thought the Dial-A-Ride program 
“was a major investment ill-timed, unneeded and far 
too expensive for our community. Sell the vans. Get 
out before we get in any deeper.” 

Shollenberger was reminded, however, that to 
.sell the Dial-A-Ride would also remove the taxi ser¬ 
vice, according to Prop. A rules. 

Currently the city funds three programs under 
Proposition A: S.M.A.R.T. Dial-A-Ride System, 
general transportation within a two-mile service 
radius; the S.M.A.R.T. taxicab voucher system, a 
cab fare subsidy program for passenger service with¬ 
in Sierra Madre city limits with extended service to 
Coco’s at Michillinda and Colorado Blvd.; a F.A.C.S. 
van system for handicapped service to within a five- 
mile and 10-mile radius; and an RTD bus pass pro¬ 
gram allowing seniors and handicapped residents to 
purchase RTD bus passes monthly at a 25 percent 
reduction. The pass is also usable for free service on 
the Dial-A-Ride system. 

The cost of the taxi service is $83,555.20; Dial-A- 
Ride, $73,128.08 and F.A.C.S., $2324. 

Mayor Gary Adams summed up what the coun¬ 
cil would ask of City Administrator Jim McRea in 
planning proposals concerning the 1992-93 transpor¬ 


tation plan. 

He suggested a mix of service since the city needs 
input concerning rules of delivery service, concerning 
providing service outside city limits, concerning cur¬ 
rent configuration and the possibility of adding a 
car to the Dial-A-Ride service. 


The City Council discussed restricting taxi ser¬ 
vice to moving people rather than products, referring 
to the fact that Best Buy Drug Store uses the taxi to 
deliver medicines. 

They also outlined a need for the cab company 
to adopt a statement of work that would increase in¬ 
surance, provide for disclosures, reporting and mon¬ 
itoring, provide for Workers’ Compensation and look 
into service restricted to passengers within the city 
limits only, as well as possibly increasing rates. 

Other options were bandied about; however, the 
council will make its final decision in two weeks, at 
the July 28 meeting.

Rogers and Hammer- 
stein’s landmark musical 
“Oldahofna” is given credit 
as the first musical to in¬ 
tegrate dance into the story¬ 
line. Agnes de Mille used 
ballet people in a dream 
sequence that was a vital 
part of the heroine’s mo¬ 
tivation. It opened in 
1943 when America was 
awash with patriotism dur¬ 
ing WWIL Martha Gra¬ 
ham was dancing Ameri¬ 
can, Aaron Copland was 
inspired by American mu¬ 
sic, and what could be 
more American than cow¬ 
boys. 

Since then its innocent 
plot, its bucolic atmos¬ 
phere and its highly sing¬ 
able music have made it a 
staple of high school and 
community stage, sum¬ 
mer stock and dinner thea¬ 
tre. Its music is still 
great but the many ama¬ 
teurs have rubbed off all 
its details, leaving what 


seems a bland and cliche- 
ridden script. 

So when I read that the 
(Accidental College Hill¬ 
side Repertory was going 
to do “Oklahoma,” my 
reaction was a disillusioned 
yawn. Again? Why? 

But this production is 
the first in a long time to 
hint at the reason for all 
the excitement back in the 
’40s, and the credit is due 
to James Martin, one of 
the Hillside Company’s 
most daring and original 
directors, actors, etc. 

He admits his lack of 
interest when artistic di¬ 
rector Alan Freeman sug¬ 
gested that he take on the 
job. “‘Oklahoma’? You 
are kidding,” or “Surely 
you jest” (Martin’s usual 
forte is Shakespeare and 
other classics). 

But, in proper direc¬ 
tional preparation, he did 
some research. “Okla¬ 
homa” was adapted from 


a play by Lynn Riggs, 
“Green Grow the Lilacs,” 
which was derived from a 
novel of the same name 
by Edna Ferber. And 
plays and novels do not 
deal in the two dimen¬ 
sional characters too often 
found in musicals. The 
play gave a lot of atten¬ 
tion to the motivations 
and background of the 
characters, and so did 
Martin, and the result is 
a revitalization of an ex¬ 
cellent piece worn thin by 
over-familiarity. 


This is not to diminish 
the actors, who have re¬ 
sponded magnificently to 
all this TLC. And we are 
used to compromise now. 
We are aware that even 
on Broadway few per¬ 
formers can act and sing 
and dance with equal 
brilliance. The dream 
sequence is effective and 
moving even without Agnes 
de Mille, and, when there 
are no doubles for the 
leads, even more accessi¬ 
ble as part of the plot 
line. Good dancing can 


be accomplished without 
specialized performers 
and choreoeranher Danny 
Michaels has done won¬ 
ders. 

Veteran Bette Rae 
makes a humorous and 
frisky Aunt Eller. Sam 
Zeller is one of the curl¬ 
iest Curly’s on record and 
looks quite capable of 
handling a bronco, as well 
as teasing a pretty farm 
girl. Pamela Winslow’s 
Laurie has all the spunk 
written into the role and 
then some, and sings 
sweetly and with mean¬ 
ing. 

Joshua Carr is a real 
scene stealer as Will Park¬ 
er. His baffled attempts 
to wean Ado Annie from 
her free and easy ways 
are more than just comic 
and his “Oklahoma Hel¬ 
lo” must be seen to be 
believed. Mitchell Gossett 
gives a genuine and be¬ 
lievable version of the ul¬ 


timate traveling salesman, 
Ali Hakim, and Hallie 
Wetzell is reminiscent of 
the young Ann Baxter as 
the warm-hearted girl who 
“can’t say no,” squirm¬ 
ing with delight when ad¬ 
mired. 

Kirk Graves’ Jud Fry 
is more lonely and crude 
than villainous, and carries 
a certain amount of sym¬ 
pathy. 

And the rest of the Hill¬ 
side Company are thor¬ 
oughly enjoying whoop¬ 
ing it up as farmers and 
cowboys and their girls. 

This “Oklahoma” is ex¬ 
citing and tuneful and a 
great treat for anyone of 
any age. Martin has done 
us all a favor by showing 
us why it is a real Amer¬ 
ican classic. You’ll never 
be content with a slap¬ 
dash version again.

International writer Nin was Sierra Madre resident

Paris-born author Anais Nin achieved international 
fame as a brilliant, sensitive and creative writer and 
one unique for her time. Her novels and stories fea¬ 
tured women and their problems, and although she 
died in 1977, that would make her current today. 

Greatest recognition for Nin (pronounced Neen) 
came through her published diaries which critics 
called “some of the most ambitious undertaking in 
modern writing.” 

This author was one of the many talented people 
who took up residence in Sierra Madre over the years. 
She lived here during the early 1950s. Interest in her 
has been further stirred in recent years by a film about 
her called “Henry and June” and which played at art 
theatres. It is now available on video. This is the 
story of her torrid love affair with writer Henry Miller 
(“Tropic of Cancer,” “Tropic of Capricorn”) andr 
also her affair with Miller’s attractive wife, June. 
All this passion was taking place while she was happily 
married to her husband, Ian Hugo. (Vice President 
Quayle, please be aware that I do have strong tradi¬ 
tional family values.) 

Nin was born Feb. 2, 1903 in Neuilly, near Paris, 
the daughter of Joaquin Nin, Cuban pianist and com¬ 
poser, and Belgian-French singer Rosa Culwell Nin. 
Joanquin proved an unfaithful husband which Rosa 
would not endure. In 1914, at a time when they were 
living in Barcelona, he abandoned his family. Rosa 
emigrated to New York with Anais and two younger 
sons and settled near relatives and continued her sing¬ 
ing career. 

The separation from her beloved father so devas¬ 
tated Nin that it became a deep-rooted loss in her life, 
a loss she carried into adulthood and always felt that 
love was doomed to vanish. As a catharsis she began 
her celebrated diaries at age 11 in the form of letters 
to her father. She wrote them all her life and was 
writing her seventh volume when she died of cancer 
Jan. 14, 1977. 


At age 21 she married Hugo, and shortly after 
they returned to Paris. At first he was a banker named 
Hugh Guiler then changed his name and became a 
film maker and also illustrated her books. Nin seemed 
to have deep affection for him. 

Off and on before WWll she lived in France- 
and in Paris where she and Miller belonged to a coterie 
of young, avant garde, literary and artistic unknowns 
who gave support to one another. Her friendship 
with Miller continued long after their affair. They 
helped and respected one another. 

Burdened by her multiple loves, her feelings of 
timidity and inadequacy, Nin eventually sought help 
from psychoanalyst Dr. Rene Allendy and then he be¬ 
came a suitor. She was also associated with Otto 
Rank, another psychoanalyst. 

In 1934, she and Rank left Paris and for a short 
time practiced in New York, she as a lay person. One 
of her best works, “The House of Incest” (1936), 
was strongly influenced by psychoanalysis, surrealism, 
D.H. Lawrence and her own diary. She called it the 
seed of all her work. 

Among her other books were “Under a Glass 
Bell,” (1944), “Ladders of Fire,” (1946), “The Four 
Chambered Heart,” (1950), “Collages,” (1964), and 
“In Favor of the Sensitive Man,” (1976), to name a 
few. 

Although at times erotic, she certainly had no 
taboos. She proved a keen observer and her books 
are a great reflection of the time and people of her era. 
They also revealed her innermost thoughts. She felt 
stifled by school, left at age 16 and educated herself 
in libraries. 

A tall, attractive brunette with a sweet, wistful 
look, her diverse life included work as a model and 
dancer. She wrote for Vogue and Harper’s Bazaar 
and was often on the lecture circuit. With her ex¬ 
planation of the feminine character in great detail she 
was called upon to speak at a number of clubs, col¬ 
leges and universities, especially schools with wom-

en’s studies and creative writing programs. 

She traveled often, was really quite a gypsy, liv¬ 
ing in different places including a small home in Aca¬ 
pulco and her lovely house in Silver Lake where she 
lived at the time of her death. 

Her time in Sierra Madre was spent at 341 Sturte- 
vant. It is a rental in an attractive setting but she was 
told by her friend playwright Jim Herlihy, “You live 
in the sticks.” The first night she heard the coyotes 
wail she thought it was a woman having labor pains. 
But she enjoyed the trees and simple pleasures. 

In her fifth diary she wrote about the hugh moun¬ 
tain fire here in 1953. When told to prepare to evacuate 
she packed her diaries. She did all she could to help 
neighbors and firefighters, and was asked to answer 
the phones at the ranger station on Santa .'^nita Ave. 
When some callers laughed at her French accent, she 
became annoyed and began answering, “Forest Ser¬ 
vice - Paris Branch.” 1 have been told she also had a 
love affair with a handsome, dashing and younger 
Forest Ranger who headed the fire service at Santa 
Anita.

Do I need to feed him anything else? 




Answer: Birds need to have a balanced 
diet. Seeds should make up about 40 percent 
of the diet with few to no sunflower seeds. 
Birds also need fresh fruits, vegetables (fresh, 
canned, thawed out, frozen), prrjtein (eggs, 
beans, cheese, etc.), whole grain breads, and a 
good quality vitamin mineral supplement or 
pelleted foods. Do not feed avocados, onions, 
or salty foods. Feeding a balanced diet will 
keep your bird healthier and more resistant to 
infection.

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Dr. Sis Levin’s quest for 
international peace 


By Marilyn Osoff 

Dr. Sis Levin is a remarkable woman who prac¬ 
tices what she preaches. Holding her doctorate from 
Columbia University in Peace Education, Levin is 
giving society hope. 

In her critically acclaimed novel, “Beirut Diary,” 
she chronicles the story of her husband, Jerry Levin, 
former hostage who was kidnapped by terrorists in 
1984 and held for 11 agonizing months. Jerry was 
the first of the “Forgotten Hostages,” and had been 
serving at that time as CNN’s Beirut Bureau Chief. 
The book takes us through each painful and triumphant 
moment of Sis Levin’s intervention and all the work 
to set her husband free. 


Monrovia. 

The Levins work tirelessly for the causes of in¬ 
ternational pieace and understanding. Sis Levin lec¬ 
tures, gives presentations and holds workshops to in¬ 
struct and share ideas. 

Upon initially entering her office at the Ameri¬ 
can Friends Service Committee, you know you’re 
at the heartbeat of something quite wonderful. You 
can literally feel good thoughts growing to reach every 
nation where strife or difficulties exist. The work is 
immense, and the workers dedicated. And for us, 
here at home, considering our recent troubles, it gives 
a sense of hope to watch how these peaceful efforts 
of Levin’s payoff. 

Her novel is a great introduction to Levin, learn¬ 
ing what she represents and what a massive struggle 
she faced to turn hostility into mutual respect. It can 
also be called an adventure novel, a story of the love 
between a Southern Christian and a Jew working for 
peace in Beirut and emerging victorious from a hor¬ 
rible nightmare, the story of spreading peace and 
equanimity, not hatred, but rather love for their cap- 
tors with a deep sense of awareness and commitment 
for their cause. 

It certainly is hard to imagine that these people 
ever knew such terror. The attached photo is a reflec¬ 
tion of the positive attitude that they work so hard 
to help us all know. The ideas are that we must 
learn to forgive, to teach and to let go of prejudices. 
In the Peace Education that Levin teaches, you don’t 
“react”; you take steps to “understand.” 

Levin is teaching nations to do that. 


Her struggle with international forces to set her 
husband free was amazing. The incredible reality 
was that she did it with the marvelous techniques 
she teaches: fairness, understanding and nonviolence. 
Levin believes that ultimately these methods, exclu¬ 
sively, will heal and strengthen the world. 

Not only did her novel successfully describe 
these events, but ABC television produced a movie, 
“Held Hostage,” with Mario Thomas portraying Lev¬ 
in, that also gave a firsthand look at what the Levin’s 
story was all about. Levin acted as a consultant for 
the production. 

Nowadays, Sis Levin is the Middle East Peace 
Education Program Secretary for the American 
Friends Service Committee in Pasadena, and Jerry 
is the news and information director for the World 
Vision Relief and Development Agency, based in

The following notes are observations from Jerry 
Levin’s speech at World Vision’s weekly chapel on 
June 10, 1992. Levin captioned the remarks, “Prayers 
and Peace: Seeing and Believing.” 

When Levin took the job of correspondent for 
CNN in Beirut in 1983, he covered a story about 50 
women carrying signs concerning the kidnapping of 
their men in Lebanon. “Because the people had re¬ 
turned to eye for an eye, tooth for a tooth justice, kid¬ 
napping had become a way of settling old and new, 
personal and political scores, “Levin said. He remem¬ 
bers of looking at them and although he was an atheist, 
he said to himself, “There but for the grace of God 
go 1.” Eleven weeks later, on Ash Wednesday 1984, 
he was kidnapped. 

His religious beliefs did what he calls a “180- 
degree spiritual turn” at Christmas Eve 1984, when 
he became a Christian. 

“At about 10 or 11 that night, a man, whom I 
believe was high up in Islamic Jihad (the group hold¬ 
ing Levin), paid an unexpected late night visit to my 
almost freezing cold cell. 1 was additionally surprised 
when he wished me a merry Christmas, and asked if 
there was a gift 1 would like. Hardly thinking about 
the answer, I said immediately, ‘A Bible. That’ll do.’” 

Levin continued, “Three weeks into lonely sol¬ 
itary confinement, the compelling need to talk to 
someone aroused thoughts for the first time in my 
life about doing something I had always considered 
silly, begin talking to God, the act that was also know n 
as praying.” 

He says that he was astonished to realize that 
his life was incomplete without Jesus. “Up to then, 
even more than the ideal of God, 1 had always scoffed 
at what seemed to be Jesus’ sugar-coated ideas about 
achieving peace.” 

He pronounces, “So after 10 days of that kind 
of intense and for me, almost unique contemplation, 
on April 10, 1984, I unhesitatingly became a man of 
faith...I experienced the first moments of peace since 
being taken prisoner...The next moment of intense 


spiritual excitement came months later, two nights 
after my Christmas Eve encounter with the Islamic 
Jihad chieftain. To my astonishment he came back 
and gave me a brand new red pocket-sized Gideon’s 
New Testament, Psalms and Proverbs along with a 
ballpoint pen...It is hard to describe the eagerness 
with which I raced through my first reading of that 
little volume...‘Whatever you ask for in prayer,’ Jesus 
teaches, ‘believe that you have received it and it will 
be yours.’ At that eye-opening moment I suddenly 
understood that prayer is not just doing in belief, 
but, even more important, it was knowing in belief. 

“Prayer, I discovered, is an act of faith-based, 
faith-driven knowledge. That meant 1 already had 
what I was praying for.” 

He continues, “With great excitement I under¬ 
stood for the first time that 1 already was free.” 

Levin said that after he was actually freed, a 
great number of people told him that they had prayed 
for him. “One day after being told this once again, 
it suddenly became clear, why at unpredictable moments 
after my spiritual awakening I was swept by unexpected 
feelings of well being that simply did not square with 
my condition...! suddenly recalled those mysterious 
moments of ease in a brand new light.” 

Levin says that he feels “If we cannot get for¬ 
giveness right in the Middle East, where it all began 
for humankind, then we probably cannot and will not 
get it right anywhere else.” 

He also asks himself, “Why do we have Beirut- 
like third world violence in the center of so many 
cities located in the heartland of the first?...It is 
humanity’s most frightening hypocrisy and culturally 
it is the most debilitating. Just ask any battered wife 
or abused child anywhere.” He concludes, “As my 
fellow hostage Ben Weir once told Sis and me, ‘Being 
a peace maker is never easy.’ That may be. But can 
you think of better work?”

An increase of five and 
one half percent for build¬ 
ing division, planning 
division and public works 
fees was approved 4-0, 
with Councilman Robert 
Margett absent, following 
a public hearing at which 
there were no speakers. 

The fees charged for 
processing various plan¬ 
ning applications and 
building permit fees were 
increased to correspond 
to the overall increa.se in 
personnel costs, according 
to a report from Donna 
Butler, assistant planning 
director. 

The council gave pre¬ 
liminary approval for the 
Arcadia Royale Retire¬ 
ment Hotel to offer bin- 
go for recreational pur¬ 
poses up to four times 
per week. 

A report from Joseph 
Lopez, director of public 
works, indicated that flags 
mounted on 117 street 
light standards in five 
commercial areas of the 
city would cost $5070, 
and that the cost for in¬ 
stallation and take down 
of those flags would cost 
$1600 each holiday. 

The council went on to 
approve 3-1, with Coun¬ 
cilman Robert Harbicht 
casting the opposition vote, 
a flag program for seven 
holidays a year. Har¬ 
bicht suggested that spend¬ 
ing some $10,(XX) each year 
was a “waste of money” 
and that “there is some¬ 
thing more worthwhile 
we can do with our mon¬ 
ey.” 

Ordinances regarding 
a new Uniform Fire Code, 
which would require fire 
sprinklers in some new 
residential and commer¬ 
cial buildings, as well as 
new regulations regard¬ 
ing parking or .storing of 
vehicles on commercial 
properties were adopted 
by the council 4-0. 

Regarding Arcadia Re¬ 
development Agency pro¬ 
jects, the council, acting 
as the Redevelopment 
Agency, approved the pur¬ 
chase of an 8177 square 
foot parcel at the north¬ 
west corner of Second 
Avenue and Huntington 
Drive from the City of 
Arcadia for redevelop¬ 


ment purposes for 
$187,250. 

The ARA also approved 
the purchase of two par¬ 
cels, 156 E. Santa Clara 
St. and 157 E. Wheeler 
Ave., in the Northwest 
Corner project. 

In order to market both 
the Southwest Corner and 
Northwest Corner sites, 
the ARA approved re- 
(juest for proposals from 
commercial brokerage ser¬ 
vices for an exclusive list¬ 
ing for the two proper¬ 
ties. The council also dis- 
cus,scd marketing the prop¬ 
erties itself while waiting 
for the proposals. 

At a previous meeting, 
the ARA had discussed 
landscaping the vacant 
parcels to make them 
more attractive. However, 
the costs to landscape were 
too “prohibitative,” said 
Harbicht, who suggested 
to continue with weed 
abatement. Councilman 
Dennis Lojeski noted that 
some of the worst property 
in terms of maintenance 
in the area is owned by 
the city. 

The revitalization of 
Downtown Arcadia again 
was a discussion item 
for the Redevelopment 
Agency. Mayor George

Peacock overpopulation 
causes resident concerns 

Concerns with the city’s overpopulation of 
peacocks were presented to the Arcadia City Coun¬ 
cil last week by Sheldon Bull, who gave the coun¬ 
cil 143 postcards from his neighbors who support 
his concerns. 

Sheldon Bull said that there are as many as 
40 peafowl on his property every day. In frus¬ 
tration, he sent out 700-800 letters seeking sup¬ 
port for action. He said that three or four were 
opposed to any action, and he received some 
crank letters, but that 143 residents supported 
him. 

Bull did not advocate any violent action 
regarding the birds but suggested a relocation 
plan “for some peace” in the neighborhood. 

Mayor George Fasching said that he has 
learned that even the Arboretum is relocating 
peacocks, that it is paying $1 per peacock for 
their removal. 

Councilman Robert Harbicht said, “I think 
we have a problem (with the overpopulation of 
peacocks),” and he cited problems in both the 
Upper and Lower Rancho areas. He said the 
city has gone from the “quaint phase to the 
nuisance phase” regarding peacocks. 

Arcadia’s peacock population began when 
E.J. “Lucky” Baldwin imported the bird from 
India in the 1880s, according to “Arcadia: Where 
Ranch and City Meet” by Pat McAdam and 
Sandy Snider. 

The council has requested that the peacock 
issue be placed on the agenda for an upcoming 
council meeting and that staff prepare a report 
addressing the issue of peacock overpopulation.

Trisha McNamee, a 21- 
year-old Arcadia High 
School graduate, was 
killed last Thursday night 
in a car accident. She 
and her boyfriend, Jason 
Sperry of Sacramento, 
who also was killed, were 
on their way to Arcadia 
with a planned stop in San 
Luis Obispo from Chico 
State University where 
they were students. 

At approximately 7 p.m., 
McNamee was driving 
when she went to pass 
two cars ahead of her on 


Highway 46, a two-lane 
road, near Shandon be¬ 
tween Interstate 5 and 
Highway 101. The car 
ahead of her also pulled 
out to pass, causing Mc¬ 
Namee to lose control of 
the car, which hit a tree, 
killing both young peo¬ 
ple instantly. 

The car which caused 
her to lose control did 
not stop, according to a 
witness to the accident. 

While at Arcadia High, 
McNamee played soccer

Arcadia youth victim of kidnap, 
assault, attempted extortion; 
five teenage suspects arrested 


A 12-year-old Arcadia 
youth was snatched off a 
basketball court at First 
Avenue Junior High School 
and stuffed in the trunk 
of a car by four local 
juveniles and one 18-year- 
old, Jimmy Fu of Arca¬ 
dia on Tuesday morning 
last week, according to 
Lt. Tim Murray of the 
Arcadia Police Depart¬ 
ment. 

The victim was taken 
to the parking area at the 
back of the public library 
where he was roughed up 
by the five individuals 
who said that he owed 
them $500. Back in the 
trunk, the suspects went 
to the victim’s home, 
where the mother, not 
knowing the whereabouts 
of her son, refused to give 


the suspects any money. 

The victim, who is 
Korean, then was taken 
half way up the Chantry 
Flat road, where he was 
beat up some more and 
threatened if he did not 
come up with the money, 
accoring to Murray. Af¬ 
ter the suspects left the 
victim, telling him that 
he would have one more 
chance and would receive 
a telephone call later in 
the day to tell him where 
to take the money, the 12- 
year-old found his way to 
a ranger station to call 
for help. 

He was taken to Meth¬ 
odist Hospital; however, 
it was determined that he 
had no serious injuries. 

By Tuesday afternoon 
three of the suspects were 
arrested and booked on 


charges of kidnapping, 
assault, attempted extor¬ 
tion and robbery. On 
Wednesday morning the 
other two suspects were 
arrested with the youths 
being taken to Juvenile 
Hall and the adult was 
detained in the Arcadia 
jail. 

Three of the suspects 
are known to be members 
of Chinese gangs, accord¬ 
ing to Murray, who added 
that two are related to 
the Red Door Gang and 
one is affiliated with United 
Bamboo. Four of the 
five suspects are Asians 
and the other is Cauca¬ 
sian, said Murray.

Single-stitch surgery reduces 
risks in cataract surgery 


A new intraocular lens 
implant flexible enough 
to pass through an in¬ 
cision which can be closed 
with one stitch has mini¬ 
mized risks and recovery 
time involved in cataract 
surgery, reports Dr. Bud 
Kurwa, an Arcadia 
ophthalmologist, who 
has performed the so- 
called “single-stitch” sur¬ 
gery on several hundred 
patients since introducing 
it last year at the Out¬ 
patient Surgery Center at 
Methodist Hospital. 

The implant, designed 
to replace the eye’s cata¬ 
ract-clouded lens removed 
during surgery, is made of 
silicone and is so pliable 
that it can fit through al¬ 
most the same incision 
used by the probe which 


breaks up the cloudeu 
natural lens into tiny frag¬ 
ments. After the cataract 
lens is removed from the eye, 
the surgeon inserts the 
intraocular lens implant 
by bending it in half and 
passing it through the 
incision and gently un¬ 
folding it once it is inside 
the eye. 

Because the foldable 
implant requires a smaller 
incision and fewer stitches 
than the older hard lens 
implantations, surgery 
time is cut in half, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Kurwa, who 
adds that it’s possible for 
virtually all patients to 
withstand the surgery un¬ 
der local anesthetic. 

Kurwa, who studied at 
Oxford University in En¬ 
gland and trained at major 
hospitals in Toronto, Cana¬ 


da, Florida and Chicago, 
also says that the foldaUe 
implant minimizes compli¬ 
cations following surgery. 

He is the director of 
the Kurwa Eye Center in 
Arcadia and is a Fellow^ 
of the American College 
of Surgeons and the Amer- 
ican Association of 
Ophthalmology. He was 
an assistant professor at 
the University of Texas 
in Galveston and is on 
the volunteering facility 
at use Doheny Eye In¬ 
stitute. 

“In the past, a lot of 
people sacrificed good 
vision and their normal 
activities because of the 
fear they had of cataract 
surgery,” Dr. Kurwa says. 
“But now with the new 
foldable implant, they 
no longer have to.”
